1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest (taken in combination with the other claimed features) 
an electric double layer capacitor comprising a non-aqueous electrolyte wherein the 
impurities contained in the nonaqueous electrolyte solution impregnated into the 
electrode element comprise 30 ppm or less of glycols, 30 ppm or less of primary 
alcohols and less than 20 ppm of tertiary amines (claims 1-6).
